ogy is g/owing so rapidly 
that in some ways it serves 
no human purpose, but just 
exists for its own sake. This 
trend, he said,'gradually re- 
duces people to thinking of 
means as being more impor- 
tant than ends. 


The trend also, Wilkinson 


said, means that technology 
becomes so interwoven th'at 
it becomes 
impossible to 


sojve one technical problem 
without consideration of a 
great n u m b e r of related 
problems. .

"It is no loger possible to 


reflect that there are tech- 
niques which may or may 
not have an effect on the 
human b e i n g," Wilkinson 
said. "Modern man's state

Wilkinson s a i d , will be 
questions raised by French 
scholar Jacques Ellul in his 
recent book "The Techno- 
logical Society," which Wil- 
kinson translated.

"IT MIGHT BE summed 


up by saying that technol- 
ogy is man's new nature. It 
is even his new God, his 
new religion," said Wilkin- 
son. 


The problem in this, Wil- 


kinson said, is that technol- 
ogy is growing so rapidly 
that in some ways it serves 
no human purpose, but just 
exists for its own sake. This 
trend, he said, gradlifllly re- 
duces people to thinking of 
means as being more impor- 
tant than ends. 


The trend also, Wilkinson 


said, means that technology 
becomes so interwoven that 
it becomes impossible to 
solve one technical problem 
without consideration of a 
great n u m b e r of related 
problems. 


"It is no loger possible to 


reflect that there are tech- 
niques which may or may 
not have an effect on the 
human b e i n g," Wilkinson 
said. "Modern man's state 
of mind, not only bis prob- 
lems but his solutions, are 
completely dominated 
by 


technical values, and his 
goals are represented only 
by such progress and hap- 
piness as is to be received 
through techniques." •

WASHINGTON — This busiest of 


diplomatic weeks in the life of Presi- 
dent Johnson is a good time to refer 
to a pronouncement by Harold Nicol- 
son, both a scholar and a practical 
expert in the art in which Mr. John- 
son is not as yet either. 


According to Nicolson, one of the 


five main characteristics of good di- 
plomacy is "the assumption that nego- 
tiation m u s t always be a process 
rather than an episode, and that at 
every stage it must remain confi- 
dential." 


This is an extremely helpful thing 


to bear in mind as Mr. Johnson plays 
out the world series which began with 
President Ayub Khan of Pakistan, 
continued with Prime Minister Wilson 
of Great Britain, proceeds now to 
Chancellor Erhard of Germany, and 
looks forward to Prime Minister 
Shastri, of India. 


* * *• 


AT THIS particular moment, It is 


helpful to journalists also. In the 
wake of the Ayub visit, particularly, 
one of Mr. Johnson's special charac- 
teristics becomes even more plainly 
visible than before. That is his de- 
ployment of information for tactical 
purposes. 


Its immediate effect, from a news- 


paper standpoint, is a sense of assur- 
ance that the whole story of the 
Ayub conversations certainly is not 
yet known, and will not be known 
until the President gets good and 
ready to let it out. 


That presumably will not be the 


case at least until the President has 
had his talk with Shastri. . 


Mr. Johnson needs to reserve some 


of his information for tactical use in 
that conversation. At the same time, 
he can have some confidence that 
President Ayub will not spill all the 
beans, because Mr. Ayub has his own 
reasons for reserving information for 
tactical use in his January discus- 
sions in Tashkent with Mr. Shastri. 
Those talks will occur in advance of 
the Shastri visit to Washington.

IN THE MEANTIME, Journalists 


can justifiably argue that they can- 
not be'expected to know exactly what 
is going on because the man best 
qualified to provide the information, 
that is, Mr. Johnson, is not saying. 


One can construct the same sys- 


tem of reasons why Mr. Johnson 
won't tell all about the Wilson talks 
until he has sat down with Frhard. 


So, to an extent, Mr. Johnson Is 


fulfilling Harold Nicolson's stipula- 
tion that diplomacy ought to be 
continuous rather than espisodic, and 
confidential rather than newsy. It is 
possible that Mr. Johnson is observ- 
ing this rule for reasons other than 
those which caused Mr. Nicholson 
to lay It down, but the effect is the 
same. 


To adhere closely to the Nicolson 


rule would be to introduce a desir- 
able new franquility into diplomacy. 
It is the insistence upon viewing each 
diplomatic conversation 
as a dra- 


matic episode, to which all the world 
should be privy, which accounts in 
substantial measure for a chronic 
sense of crisis. 


This correspondent 
has what he 


regards as sound reasons for sup- 


posing that the Johnson-Ayub conver- 
sations never were intended or expect- 
ed to produce sensational finalities. 
The indication was that Ayub needed

to make the visit to explain himself, 
to show where he stands now with 
respect to India and China, and to 
improve his credit in the aid depart- 
ment. 


So far as it known, those purposes 


were fulfilled. It is not a sign of dip- 
lomatic failure that Ayub did not 
leave with a bag of money over one 
shoulder, a cluster of missiles on the 
other, a sure-fire formula for a Kash- 
mir settlement in his coat pocket, 
and a denunciation of China flashing 
off his tongue.

But there is no evidence that 
our European allies are interested in

Southeast Asia.

; IT GOES ON, "We have helped to 
form the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization to protect Europe. We have 
helped to establish the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization to assure the au- 
tonomy of the people of that area. We 
joined the United Nations to-help pre- 
serve peace by collective action against 
aggressors. But today the U n i t e d 
States is making the sacrifices on the 


battlefield, We are suffering the penal- 
ties of a kind of isolation as the entire 
burden of fighting Communist aggres- 
sion is placed on the shoulders of the 
American people. 


"We do not mind the expenditure 


of billions of economic aid though' in- 
stances of uncooperative behavior per- 
plexes and we feel the policy of aid to 
other countries should not be a one- 
way street. But we do mind sending 
our finest young men to die on distant 
battlefields when the youth of other 
countries are not at their side."

IT IS A PROTEST felt by many 


Americans. It is conceded we have 
no alternative but to fight against the 
takeover of Viet Nam by the Com- 
munists with their next step being 
Japan, Formosa and the Philippines. 
We alone seem to be concerned enough 
to fight against this menace. We must 
expect a great increase in the number 
of men we will send to this war. Its 
cost in dollars will be great. But the 
tragedy is its cost in lives. 


The American people must accept 


the cold fact that we are going to fight 
alone except for the small number of 
men and materials that will be sent 
by a few of the Pacific nations such as 
Australia, New Zealand and Korea, 
and, of course, the South Vietnamese. 
We are grateful for that acceptance of 
their responsibility. But we are being 
warned that of the large nations to 
whom we have given so much we can 
expect little. It should cause us to 
remember this as they look to us for 
future foreign aid and financial 
sup- 


port for the United Nations, SEATO, 
NATO and others that accept so much 
and give so little.—L.A.C.

WEST Germany's Chan- 


cellor Ludwig Erhard, only 
three months «way from his 
resounding election victory 
hut already burdened by 
conflicts within his coalition 
government, arrived in the 
United States today on a 
new campaign—one that he 
can't possibly win. 


At best, Erhard can expect 


only a face-saving gesture as 
a result of his talks Monday 
and Tuesday with President 
Johnson. And it will be a 
diplomatic coup on the part 
of the U.S. administration if 
it can reply to Erhard's de- 
mands in a way that will be 
anything but condescending. 


Of course, Erhard's prob- 


lem — achieving n u c l e a r 
equality for West Germany 
within the NATO alliance — 
also weighs heavily on this 
country. In trying to reach a 
solution, the United States 
finds itself caught in a three- 
way bind. 


Erhard is strongly com- 


mitted to attaining a nuclear 
role for West Germany, and 
he is determined to make 
some kind of showing to 
satisfy his own government, 
his political foes and the 
v o t e r s . The catch is that 
until now he has had no new 
proposal to offer, and the 
old ones have got nowhere. 


Two days ago, t h e r e 


was word in Bonn that the 
West G e r m a n chancellor 
would make concrete pro- 
posals to President Johnson 
on how his country could 
share nuclear responsibility 
within the Atlantic alliance. 
But it would take »n imagi- 
native approach indeed to 
clear away the obstacles in 
Erhard's nath- 


In the past' Erhard has 


clung manfully to the con- 
cept of a multilateral nuclear, 
force (MLF), which calls for 
nuclear-armed surface ships 
that would be manned by 
mixed NATO crews. This 
idea was illusory to begin 
with, since the United States 
would have the final say in 
deployment of the nuclear 
weapons; even so, the plan 
met with disfavor from all 
the other European NATO 
members including G r e a t 
Britain, and eventually was 
all but given up in Wash- 
ington. The Germans alone 
remain the holdouts. 


A similar proposal, Brit- 


ain's plan for an Allied nu- 
clear force (ANF), was re- 
jected by Bonn because it 
permitted the Germans to 
help pay for nuclear arms 
without giving them any' 
control of the U.S. weapons 
that protect Germany.

IN ADDITION, the United. 


States is promoting nonpro- 
liferation of nuclear weap- 


ons—a policy that ill agrees 
with giving West Germany 
access to atomic arms. 


Even In West Germany it- 


self there is divided opinion 
on the question. Some Ger- 
mans apparently feel that if 
their country enters into a 
nuclear relationship, it can 
be used at some future bar- 
gaining session with the So-

peace. Hold off, they say, 
until reunification of Ger- 
many no longer is an issue. 


On the other hand, though,

WEST Germany's. Chan- 


cellor Ludwig Erhard, only 
three months away from his 
resounding election victory 
but . already burdened by 
conflicts within his coalition 
government,' arrived in tlie 
United ' States. today on a 
new campaign—one that he 
can't possibly win. 
:. At best, Erhard can expect 
only a face-saving gesture as 
a result of his talks Monday 
and Tuesday with President 
Johnson. And it will be a 
diplomatic coup on the part 
of the U.S. administration if 
it can reply to Erhard's de- 
mands in a way that will be 
anything but condescending. 


Of course, Erhard's prob- 


lem — achieving n u c l e a r 
equality for West Germany 
within the NATO alliance — 
also, weighs heavily on this 
country. In trying to reach a 
solution, the United States 
finds itself caught in a three- 
way bind. 


Erhard Is strongly com- 


mitted .to attaining'a nuclear 
role for West Germany, and 
he is determined to make 
some kind ot showing to 
satisfy his own government, 
his political foes :and 'the 
v o t e r s . :The catch' is that 
until now lie has had no new 
proposal to offer, and the 
old ones have got nowhere. 


Two (lays ago, t h e r e 


was word in Bonn that the

would make concrete pro- 
posals to President Johnson 
on how his country could 
share nuclear responsibility 
within the Atlantic alliance. 
But it'.would take nn imagi- 
native approach•Indeed lo 
clear away the obstacles in 
Erhard's path. 
•: In the past, Erhard has 
clung manfully to the con- 
cept of a multilateral nuclear 
force (MLF), which calls for 
nuclear-armed surface ships 
that woiild be manned by 
mixed NATO crews. This 
idea was illusory to begin 
with, since the United States

Gallant Gooneybird Goes Galloping Along

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 


— The date was Dec. 22, 
1935, the place was Santa 
Monica, Calif, and the 
event made aviation his- 
tory. 


On that day, the proto- 


' type of the Douglas DC3 


made its first flight — and 
revolutionized 
commer- 


cial aviation. 


"It was the first plane," 


President C. R. Smith of 
American 
Airlines 
re- 


called, a few years ago, 


"that could make money 
just, hauling passengers." 


It did more than that. 


however. The DC3 also 
gave the airlines what 
they needed almost as 
much as revenue: a repu- 
tation for safety which, in 
turn, created more reve- 
nue.

THIRTY YEARS after 


that first test flight, DCs 
are still carrying passen- 
gers in scheduled air ser- 
,vice both in the 
the 


United States and abroad. 
There 
are 
nearly 
150 


DC3's in service on sched- 
uled 
U.S. 
airlines 
and 


there are more than 450 
flying for foreign carriers. 
Another 1,000 are being 
used by various air forces, 
including the U.S. 


A recent dispatch out 


of Viet Nam told of C47 
transports (47 is the mili- 
tary designation of the 
DCS) being armed with 
galling guns and turned 
lose on the Viet Cong in 


low-level 
strafing 
mis- 


sions. 


Douglas built 803 DC3's 


before World War II and 
another 10,123 during the 
war. .It is a little-pub- 
licized fact Russia also 
produced 
about 
2,000 


under U.S. license — a 
model called the LI-2 and 
some of these still are 
flying for the Soviets.

NO PASSENGER will 


ever understand the af- 
fection bestowed on the 


old plane by the men who 
have flown it. From its 
first flight, it was re- 
markably 
free 
of 
the 


"bugs" that afflict most 
new transports. The one 
early exception was the 
cockpit windshield, which 
leaked in rain.' This led 
a captain to radio on oc- 
casion: 


"Light 
rain 
outside, 


heavy rain inside." 


But pilots forgave the 


DC3's faults as the plane 
forgave' their occasional 


mistakes. It was slow. It 
climbed as if an anchor 
were tied to the landing 
gear. It was unpressurized 
and 
it 
couldn't 
avoid 


a boxer. But it also was 
incredibly rugged, untem- 
permental and d e p e n d - 
able. 


Both in civilian and 


military service, the plane 
created aviation legends. 
An airline DC3 once lost 
five feet of wing struc- 
ture in a collision ''Wid 
landed 
safely. 
Another 


ripped 52 feet from its 
left wing when it brushed 
a 
mountain, 
t u r n e d 


around and flew 40 miles 
back to an airport. 


A DCS IN World War 


II carried 74 passengers 
out of China, something 
of i miracle for a plane 
designed to carry 21: An- 
other collided with a Jap- 
anese Zero. The

Then there was the saga 


of 
"Whistling 
Willie," 


which was strafed by Jap- 
anese fighters. The holes 
in the wings and fuselage 
were patched with canvas 
and the plane took off 
carrying 61 refugees from 
China to India. On the 
way, the plane ran into 


a monsoon and all the 
patches tore loose. When 
the DCS landed, an Air 
Corps major 
told 
the 


pilot: 


—"You didn't need to 


radio us. We could hear. 
you coming for the last. 
50 miles." 


Although its days as an 


airliner are numbered, in 
memory, the DCS will fly 
so long as there is a sen- 
timental pilot . who re- 
members the last time he 
touched the worn, scuf- 
fed controls of a great 
and gallant machine — 
k"The airplane that taught 
the world to fly."

veyor, is to put a television 
camera on the moon. The 
newest target date for the 
first of seven shots is next 
May, and the difficulties 
are so great that officials 
won't even quote odds on 
success or failure. 


The first shot, in fact, 


will not even be to soft- 
land a camera on the moon," 


• or to take pictures. It will 


be merely to test maneuv- 
ers in space that would 
put the rocket in the right 
direction to hit the moon.

unknowns," says Robert J. 
Parks,

manager at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory.

One of the biggest prob- 


lems in making a soft land- 
ing, Parks said, arises from 
the fact that the braking 
system can be tested only 
in space. There is no vac- 
uum chamber large enough 
to simulate a descent on 
the airless moon. 


"We can calculate and 


figure indefinitely, but we 
still can't tell exactly what 
will happen until the space- 
craft gets there," he said. 


Another unknown is the 


slope of the surface at the 
point where the surveyor 
lands. If it is greater than 
15 degrees, the Surveyor 
p r o b a b l y would topple 
over, damaging its instru- 
ments.

won't be able to hover and 
search for a nice, flat land- 
ing spot. It will land where 
it is aimed during a course- 
changing m a n e u v e r 16 
hours out in the 66-hour 
flight to the moon.

Surveyor 1 is aimed down- 
ward—but it may not be 
turned on. Scientists want 
its channel available for 
corrective signals in event 
of an . emergency in final 
maneuvering.

THE CIA HAS many spies, tew spokesmen. It doesn t 


talk. But a typical sampling of allegations which have 
been published in books and newspapers and which are 
part of the accepted picture of the CIA in many parts of 
the world provides such as the following:

intelligence," says a high ranked CIA veteran. "And it is 
going to have to be on a world wide basis. There is no 
place we don't need information—Russia, Egypt, Israel. 
What would we do if they get nuclear weapons? Can 
they?" 


"Intelligence," said another CIA official, "is our first 


line of defense." 


"We cannot safely limit our response to the commu- 


nist strategy of government," wrote former CIA boss 
Allen Dulles. "We ourselves must determine where .and 
how to act." 


THIS BRINGS a whole new dimension to U.S. foreign 


relations. 


The command of this line of defense hides behind 


unmarked, pastel-hued doors in a woods-encircled, king- 
lized new building in Langley, Va., outside Washington. 
Jt it anonymous save for the carved inscription "Ye shall 
know the truth and the truth shall make y« free." No 
tip* lead to CIA headquarters although iU emblem, ah 
eagfe surrounded with the words "Central Intelligence 
Agency," it massively inlaid on the terrazo floor inside 
the front entrance. 


Basically work at the CIA is divided in two. There is 


"Plan*" which bandies the agents who do the cloak and 
the dacter work. Espionage provide* less thaa 20% of 
tiia CIA'f mtefllteBce. 


The "Mefficenc*" end concerns itself with every- 


thing from technical, journals, field reports and foreign 
publications to monitoring radio broadcasts in more than 
60 languages .to the tune of .6 million words a day. 


From all this the agency prepares both periodic "na- 


tional estimates," predicting future events around the 
world, and daily digests of intelligence reports which are 
seen by.the President and secretaries of state and defense 
(and the workaday printers who set them in type). 


The CIA's concern is catholic: How did Mao look- at 


the last peasant's parade? What is the latest in Soviet 
biological research? How many trains run through Minsk 
each day? ("It's fine to know about trains," said an ex- 
agent. "It's better to have a plant in the Politburo.") 


The CIA man in the field may be rather openly attached 


to an embassy where he usually is the object of gossip, 
informed or otherwise. He may be underground or he 
may be a paid informer in the nation involved. (Such 
"plants" start at about $100 a month, in part to keep 
them from acquiring more yachts, mistresses and gam- 
bling debts than their normal salary would allow). 


The CIA recruits its agents from college campuses, 


tries to make career men and women of them and has 
had a high proportion of Ivy Leaguers. It wants the most 
normal, strongly motivated people available. Only one 
applicant in 10 is hired. 
"We want them to react as predictably as possible," 


said a onetime CIA official. "We can't be psychoanalyz- 
ing them from Washington all the time." 


Some feel career emphasis may turn out stereotyped 


spies and miss the. earlier CIA days when personnel were 
of more varied background and experience. 


Once in the field, the agent may observe, spy or de- 


cide to act. If things in a given country look bad, he 
might say "Let's support Gustavus Adolphus, he's a middle 
of the road guy." The agency then begin to plant propa- 
ganda, spend money, recruit support. But, the CIA re- 
portedly points out, none of this can occur without ap- 
proval of a policy agency in Washington outside the CIA. 


. This could be the U.S. Intelligence Board (USIB) 


composed of' representatives of the various U.S. intelli- 
gence arms—CIA, the defense intelligence agency, made 
up of the separate Armed Services Intelligence branches; 
the FBI, the Atomic Energy Commission and the National 
Security Council. Or it could come from the "Special 


' Group," an ever-so-secret committee of the CIA director, 


the Secretaries of "Defense and State and their deputies 
and a high Presidential adviser, lately McGeorge Bundy. 


The USIB oversees operations and coordinates the 


various reports for the President. Dissents by minority 
view holders are permitted. Very hush-hush decisions 
are made by the special group. It reportedly knew but 
the USIB did not, for instance, about the Bay of Pigs.

THE CIA WAS FORMED in 1947 to bring the intelli- 


gence arms under one control. Has this been done and is 
there, indeed, control? 


Some critics claim the CIA has been given authority 


over men and money far beyond any other U.S. agency. 
It has all but a blank check from the U.S. Congress. Its 
funds are hidden throughout the federal budget, pre- 
sumably in the huge defense appropriations.

"It acts as a law unto itself," said Sen. Stephen 


Young, D-Ohio. 


About 20 well-established congressmen of the Senate 


and House Appropriations and Armed Services Com- 
mittees are privy to CIA acts and spending. These sub- 
committees meet periodically in secret,.hopefully at least 
once a month, actually much less. 


While these congressmen (and one woman, Sen. Mar- 


garet Chase Smith,-R-Me.) decline to discuss the CIA, they 
echo Rep. Mendel .Rivers, D-S. C., of the House Armed 
Services Committee in saying: "I can tell you we get 
everything we ask for and more."

ULTIMATELY, THE problem of supervision of the 


CIA comes to the desk of'the President because it is to 
him the agency ultimately reports. So there is yet another 
board—the President's Foreign Intelligence Advisory 
Board, created in 1956 at the prompting of the Hoover 
Commission. 


"They (the FIAB) sit back and act as a hair shirt 


rather than try and run the agency," said • one of Hs 
alumni. The FIAB tries to meet once a month for a day 
or so examining what the CIA did or did not do. Once a 
year.it receives a comprehensive written report. '

This watchdog's watchdog is composed of prominent 


men outside government such as'Clark Clifford, former 
adviser to President Truman; Gen. James Doolittle; Frank 
Pace, former Secretary of the Army; Dr. Edwin Land, ' 
president of the Polaroid Co.; Robert Kurphy, former 
undersecretary of state and Dr. William Langer, Harvard 
history professor.

Thus the CIA believes H is as closely-monitored as 


any agency in government While admitting cabinet level 
bodies may not have enough time for minute scrutiny, the 
CIA notes there are at least weekly meetings at top levels 
with Defense and State Department officials and daily 
liaison at junior levels. 


And it boasts (off the record) of being as tight-fisted 


as it is tight-lipped. While the CIA director and field 
agents 'can distribute funds solely oh their signatures, 
these vouchered moneys are checked to the last penny by 
the CIA's own auditors. Each station Is,on a budget If 
it is not producing, the budget is gone over. The special 
group audits larger budgetary items. The Bureau of the

Before headinc west, Duffy kept receiving reports 


from the West Coast that the Spartans were being re- 
tarded as the last of the great apes; that the cook., at 
their hotel would be able to take a Christ-Bias vacation be; 
cause the ptayers eat only raw meat, and that instead of 
letters, UCLA should give its football ptayen shield* to 
help protect them from the Michigan Staters. 


"I think it's funny," Daugherty says. "And I think the 


boys do, too. But I've had about 50 letters from around 
the country from people who feel we're being insulted and 
-:that the stories are in bad taste." 


HOWEVER, WHEN PUBLICIST Fred Stabley was 


1 preparing to leave fof Los Angeles to handle preliminary 


details of the Spartans' arrival, Duffy played right along 
and told him that "as long as they think we're apes, when 
you get out there tell him you have to buy up all tlw 
•bananas in the.area to be ready when Bierowicz, Lucas, 
Smith, Goovert and Owens get there." 


These men are part of the defensive line and toe- 


backing crew that has awed football observers this falL

Daugherty, with a twinkle in his eye, keeps arguing

Tht first is that you fish for sailfish from a "dead" boat, 
one that can not be moved unless the fish decides to run 
under the craft. You also fish with 20-pound-test line, a 
barbless hook and a 20-minute deadline. 


Dont go away, you haven't heard, anything yet! The 


anglers, who must have a record of good ocean catches 
to be eligible, can use only the bait provided by the Mas- 
ters1 committee, and, .two to a boat, they must fish on 
a boat assigned to them, not on their own. 


When a sailfish is hooked, it is worth 100 points. 


From: that time ori, an angler loses five points for every 
'minute taken to land the fish. At the end of 10 minutes 
"the fish is worth 50 points. At the end of 20 minutes—no 
points at all. Popping a line costs the angler 50 points. So, 


• it.carl be seen that an angler not only can draw a blank, 
but end up far in the red. 


'Most of the anglers thought that the barbless hook 


idea, worked for the first time last year, would see sail- 
:fish spitting hooks all over the ocean. However, 195 fish 
were caught, twice as many as in the previous tourneys.

.ways have gone to Oregon to fish either the McKenzie 
-or-the Rogue, mostly the latter. 


The McKenzie is a faster river than the Rogue and

• which is fast enough for me, has different type boats and 
carries two passengers and a guide.

' boat with fish. Then the rains came and what rains! 


The river rose several inches and debris started com- 


ing down. That just about ended the steelhead fishing be- 
cause we could not keep the lures and flies clean. We 
stopped each night at lodges situated along the lower part 
of the river.

FHA Finally Realizes Some 
Wives Will Continue Work 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Fed- 


eral Housing Administration (KHA) 
has finally gotten around to recogniz- 
ing an. American social institution— 
the working wife. 


FHA says it s going to give more 


weight to a wife's income in deciding 
whether a couple can handle a home 
mortgage. 


FHA insures mortgages, causing 


banks and other lenders to be more 
free in making home loans, before 
agreeing to back a mortgage. How- 
ever, FHA wants to. be as sure as 
possible that the homebiiilder will be 
able to meet the payments.

IN THF, PAST, FHA has tended 


to reject newly married couples .who 
could afford a new house only by in- 
cluding the wife's income. Since wives 
have a way of having .babies and 
quitting their jobs, their income is 
pretty unsure FHA reasoned. 


The agency's policy was -to count 


a young wife's income only if there 
was reason to believe that pregnancy 
and childbirth would not interrupt it. 


But now the government has de- 


cided to take what FHA Commissioner 
Philip M. Urownsjein calls "a more 
positive approach" to the working 
wife. 


Drowristein has written local in- 


suring offices asking them to pay 
attention to the fact that In recent 
years more \vomen have been going 
hack to work after having a baby, 
that goes for teachers, nurses, secre- 
taries and other professional women 
,-is well as for those holding unskilled 
Jobs, Brownstcin says.

MANY COMPANIES offer reem- 


ployment rights in an effort to at- 
tract talented young women. 


In addition, couples now have a 


-broader range, of income supplements 
to help theni over the time when the 
wife is having a baby. These include 
maternity leave benefits and hospitali- 
zation or insurance plans. 


Often a young couple's parents 


agree'to give .them a hand. Or the 
husband finds a second job while his 
wife is on leave from hers! Insuring 
officers should consider all these fact- 
ors in deciding on a mortgage' appli- 
calion, Brownslein says. 


No one knows for sure how many 


more couples will qualify for FHA In- 
'surance with the aid of this "more 
positive approach."' But the National 
Association of Home Builders says 
one of three couples who now fail to 
qualify have.working wives.

Small Gifts Not 
Said Kickback

• Are Christmas gifts dis- 
tributed by firms 
really 


presents or k i c k b a c k s ? 
That's a problem which 
Uncle Sam's revenue men 
will b« checking out when 
taic returns are received. 


• But don't get alarmed if 
you are planning on send- 
ing customers a token of 
thanks as a means of keep- 
ing goodwill. You can do 
it without trouble—if the 
gift costs under $25. You 
may deduct it as a business 
expense. 


However, if during the 


year more than $25 is spent 
on any one recipient, direct- 
ly or indirectly, the excess 
over $25 is not 'deductible. 


Whether a gift Is sent as 


a legitimate business prac- 
tice or as a kickback seems 
to depend upon the people 
involved, the time and the 
nature of the object given. 


Usually a kickback is 


supposed to be sizeable and 
expensive—a mink coat, 
stereo set or a big hunk of 
cash. Yet a little gift sent 
to a shipping clerk who de- 
cides what carrier to use in 
shipping products could be 
termed a means of corrup- 
tion, points out the publica- 
tion Modern 
Office Pro- 


cedures. 
, Kickbacks are a serious 
matter for they reduce com- 
pany efficiency, undermine 
morale and waste money. 


Yet the giving of modest 


gifts to business associates 
and customers as a means 
of maintaining goodwill in 
business is sanctioned by 
the 
government 
through 


IRS regulations. 


"Harold T. Swartz, assist- 


ant commissioner, Internal 
Revenue Service, says: 
"The provision enacted by 
Congress on business gifts 
is relatively simple. The 
first $25 in gifts per year 
to each recipient is deduct- 
ible. If more than $25 is 
spent directly or indirectly 
on any one recipient during 
any year, the excess over 
$25 is not deductible." 


Swartz cited comments 


of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee regarding gifts: 


"Your committee is con- 


vinced expenses incurred 
for valid business purposes 
should not be discouraged 
since such expenses serve 
fd 
increase 
business in-

NOT ALL TO HAVE BABIES 


FHA Finally Realties Some 
Wives Will Continue Work 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — The Fed- 


eral Housing Administration (FHA) 
has finally gotten around to recogniz- 
ing an American social institution— 
the working wife. 


FHA says it's going to give more 


weight lo a wife's income in deciding 
whether a couple can handle a home 
mortgage. 


FHA insures mortgages, causing 


banks and other lenders to be more 
free in making home loans, before 
agreeing to back a mortgage. How- 
ever, FHA wants to be as sure as 
possible that the homebuilder will be 
able to meet, the payments. 


IN THE PAST, FHA has tended 


to reject newly married couples who 
could afford a new house only by in- 
cluding the wife's income. Since wives 
have a way of having babies and 
quitting their jobs, their income is 
pretty unsure FHA reasoned. 


The agency's policy was to count 


a young wife's income only if there 
was reason to believe that pregnancy 
and childbirth would not interrupt it. 


But now the government has de- 


cided to take what FHA Commissioner 
Philip M. Brownstein calls "a more 
positive approach" to the working 
wife. 


Brownstein has written local in- 


suring offices asking them to pay 
attention,to the fact that in recent 
years more women have been going 
back to work after having a baby. 
That goes for teachers, nurses, secre- 
taries and other professional women 
as well as for those holding unskilled 
jobs, Brownstein says. 


MANY COMPANIES offer reem- 


ployment rights in an effort to at- 
tract talented young women. 


In addition, couples now have a 


broader range of income supplements 
to help them over the time when the 
wife is having a baby. These include 
maternity leave benefits and hospitali- 
zation or insurance plans. 


Often a young couple's parents 


agree to give them a hand. Or the 
husband finds a second job while his 
wife is on leave from hers. Insuring 
officers should consider all these fact- 
ors in deciding on a mortgage appli- 
cation, Brownstein says. 


No one knows for sure how many 


more couples will qualify for FHA in- 
surance with the aid of this "more 
positive approach." But the National 
Association of Home Builders says 
one of three couples who now fail to 
qualify have working wives.

There 
are houses where wind whistles through huge, ugly 
holes in the walls; where the only heat comes from

Clothes, bed linen, furniture — ends in a sodden mess. 
' 
Down at city hall James Brubaker, Long Beach 


director of urban renewal (now working on redevelop- 
ment of West Beach), has a map that pinpoints the 
^rouble spots — places where minimum dwelling codes 
•re not being met.

"We used census tract data to arrive at our own 


set of estimates," he says.

i"Our survey shows substantial blight in the cen- 


tral 'district, downtown area and parts of the west 
ide — in that order." 


Heralded far and near as a 
paradise in the sun, our city 
also has its shady side, its 
blighted areas, its other side 
of the tracks. Here's a word 
picture of substandard housing 
and what's being done—and 
not done—fo improve it.

THE FLIGHT to the suburbs has left central 


cities with a concentration of the elderly, poor and 
discriminated-against. 
] 
Long Beach is no exception. 
| 
The downtown area, according to a survey by 


Community Welfare Council, ranks first among 100 
Los Angeles County areas in density of persons 65 
and over. 
( 
"In some downtown blocks 90% of the residents 


|re over 65," says George Logan,.executive director 
of the council. 


The blight area (roughly Atlantic Avenue to 


Wahiut Avenue and 10th Street to 23rd Street) con- 


tains 30,000 people, 90% whom are Negro," says 
Earnest Preacely, local War on Poverty director. 


In both areas median income hovers around 


$3,000 a year, an amount that indicates poverty, 
according to U. S. government standards. 


Problems In housing within these areas are bound 


to grow unless the trend is curbed, say the authorities. 


From 1900 to 1950 there has been a 3 million to 


13 million increase in persons over 65 years of age 
in the U. S. The rate is increasing at more than 
2.5% annually. 


The Rev. C. LeRoy Doty Jr., pastor of First 


Church of the Brethren, grew so disturbed over the 
plight of elderly people here ("many are living in 


Eighth in a series 


terrible rooms—going hungry") that he set out to do 
something about it. 


He applied for a government loan, "the largest 


of its kind granted in the Pacific Southwest," and is 
putting up a 297-unit non-profit building for senior 
citizens at 3333 Pacific Way. 


"But this will take care of only a fraction of the 


people who need such housing," he says. "Attempting 
to do something like this is terribly frustrating. We 
need more dynamic, farsighted men in our community 
government." 


SOME PEOPLE evolved in problems of the cen- 


tral district voice the same feelings. 


Here, a national trend is visible. 
Though the nonwhite population of the U. S. has 


remained at a fairly constant 10% over the past 
10 years, the drift to the cities has made Negroes 
appear more numerous, discrimination more visible. 


"Inadequate housing in the central district is 


creating a dangerous situation," says Mrs. Mozelte 
Moore, housing specialist, Neighborhood Adult Par- 
ticipation Project, now conducting a "Don't Move— 
Improve" campaign. 


"A war-on-poverty survey showed that, in poorer 


income areas, better housing topped the list of im- 
mediate needs — education, jobs, playgrounds and 
nurseries, all deemed important, took back seats." 


Mrs. Moore is not surprised by the findings. 


"After all, shelter is more than a roof over your head 
•—it's one's way of life." 


What are'the solutions to substandard housing 


in the cental district? 


.Brubaker has a dynamic plan under way. Next 


summer the city will go all-out to enforce city code 
laws in the area. 


Owners will be required to get houses up to 


minimum standards. 
Through use of the Federal 


Housing Act of 1965, property owners will be able 
to qualify for grants and low-cost loans to get the 
work done. 


MRS. MOORE believes response will be favorable 


in the Ghetto area. "Some owners and landlords may 
sell out, but many already have expressed enthusiasm 
for the plan." 


She worries only about the "real availability of 


• loans." 


"I understand her feeling," says Brubaker. "In 


the past, dogmatic adherence to the letter of the law 
has held up progress. But we plan to be flexible— 
to interpret the Housing Act so it will accomplish 
what was. intended. 
Of course, we can't please 


everyone." 
' 
* 


Professor Dackawich, however, doesn't see code 


enforcement as a real solution to problems of Ihe 
Ghetto—or the city. 


"It's only patchwork," he says. "It'll really mean 


nothing. The only way to end this type of blight and 


growing slum is to end segregation—to have an open 
city." 


Mrs. Moore agrees. 
"You can't continue to contain 30,000 people In 


this cracker box—something will explode. What good 
is code enforcement ,if there's overcrowding? 


"SOME PEOPLE have misconstrued our 'Don't 


Move—Improve1 campaign. 
We are' encouraging 


tenants to look upon the places they rent as their 
own—to fix them up as much as they can—but this 
doesn't mean we believe in involuntary segregation." 


She doesn't minimize problems of educating the 


poor of the area. "Children go to school and hear 
one thing, then return to these surroundings. Result! 
some sink back into their parents' apathy. 


"Too often, the handling of welfare stifles initia- 


tive. For example, take the case of a mother on aid. 
She wanted to take a free course at City College, was 
told if she did she'd lose her support." 


"Realtor Clive Graham, also a proponent of the 


open city, points out that "if Wegroes were allowed 
to disperse according to income and educational 
status, there would be no more than one Negro family 
in every three or four blocks of the city." 


He feels legislation can work in housing the same 


way it worked in other areas. 


"There are people who would refuse to serve a 


Negro in a restaurant here, but they can't," he says. 


"Brubaker, however, doesn't believe equality can 


be legislated. "You can't force people to accepfone 
another," he says. 


All involved agree on one point—the blight in the 


downtown 'area and Ghetto are ugly problems—one 
Long Beach, the International City, can't afford to 
ignore. 


Next week this series will conclude with a com- 


munity planning and housing of tomorrow.

British-reared Dutchman, got an assign- 
ment to go lo Tanzania on a photography 
mission, he didnt know he would wind up:

vision star of sorts. 


It was Dr. Ellis B. Leakey, .the noted 


anthropologist, who played both business 
manager and Cupid for Van Lawick. Dr. 
Leakey recommended to the National Geo- 
graphic Society that Van Lawick be hired 
to go to Tanzania and photograph Jane 
Goodall, a pretty, young English scientist 
doing research among the chimpanzees. 


The resulting film, called "Miss Goodall 


Among the Apes," will be seen on CBS- 
TV (Wednesday, 7:30 p.m. in COLOR, chan- 
nel 2) as the second in a series of four 
specials being -presented by the National 
Geographic. Only now, Miss Goodall is 
Baroness Van Lawick. 


"I learned later," Van Lawick said, 


"that after I got the assignment to go to 
Tanzania Dr; Leakey called Jane's mother 
and told'her he had found a husband for 
Jane. The first time Jane and I met was 
in the National Geographic office, and it 
was a brief meeting. 


"When Jane got back home, her mother

They 
have a radio, which they only turn on 
occasionally, but no newspapers or mag- 
azines. They are totally cut off from the 
world's problems.

'N LONG BEACH 


By MAYM1E R. KRYTHE 


CHRISTMAS IN THE early days of Long Beach lacked 


thB fanfare of modern observances but families found 


meani of noting the holidays in a fashion adequate to the 
times, and a number of references handed down In print 
arid by word of month reveal how Christmas went as far 
back as the 1870s. 


In 1878, before the town of Long Beach was even a 


dream, Jotham Bixby sold several hundred acres of Rancho 
Los Cerritos and Cenitbs Colony was developed. Some of 
tha buyers were Elijah Teel (whose son, James, was the 
father of Courtney Teel — first boy born in the commu- 
nity — and Mrs. Robert Van Houten), Lafayette Saunders' 


(whosB daughter is Mrs. Ralph W. E. Lewis), and R. B. 
Robinson (father of Mrs. Charles Bushong.) 


Other settlers Included tha Hayes family, the Martins, 


Lopers, Moultons (parents of Mrs. Evelyn Coigdarripe). 
In 1881, L. T. Hayes donated about an acre of land for tha 
first public school in (he area at what is now 1415 W. 
Willow. St.

• The one-room school house was the scene of varied 


school, church, and other social events. The parents en- 
joyed gelling logether with their children and friends to 
celebrate the Yule season and, In after years, they liked 
to recall these Christmas Eve entertainments. 
. 


. "OLD-TIMERS" never forgot the first undenomina- 


tional community Sunday school party on Dec. 24_ 1885, 
at the small chapel at the Tabernacle grounds (in the 
block bounded by Third Street, Locust Avenue, Fourth 


i Street and Long Beach Boulevard then American Avenue.). 


- As people entered the little building that evening,, 


they caught the scent of the gaily decorated tree, lighted 
by wax candles. Dr. Williams, the Sunday school super- 
intendent, was in charge of the program, which included 
the singing of Christmas hymns and sneaking of "pieces" 
by the youngsters. 


A Jovial Santa Claus, W. W. Lowe, first Long Beach, 


general ^store-keeper and postmaster, distributed .hard 
candy and mils in red cheesecloth bags. 


By the laller part of the 1880s, several small churches 


had been established in Long Beach and, as today, bazaars 
were a popular method of adding to church funds. In 
December 1888, for example,-Methodist .'Church-women 
cleared $85, a large sum for the time, in a fair at the 
Tabeniacle. Varied gift items and baked good were sold 
and a program of instrumental, and vocal selections was 
presented. Nina Cuthbert (later Mrs. Jackson) gave sev- 
eral of the readings for which she was much in demand. 


The Harnett family arrived in Long Beach from 


England in 1889. When they observed their first Christmas 
here they were living on I0th Street. That day they had 
a pleasant -surprise; when they answered a knock at the. 


' door, there stood a Chinese gardener with a pail of fresli 


peas. 


The Harrietts, of. course,. attended Christmas .tres 


socials at the;church, but one year they had a special tree 
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of their own. However, it was not an evergreen, but an 
orange tree. It had been.planted in their front yard but. 
it didn't do well and the family decided to make a Christ-: 
mas tree of it. The children decorated it with chains of ; 
cranberries, strings of popcorn, and homemade ornaments. 


FOR SEVERAL days before the holidays, the Harnett 


home was a busy place, with house cleaning, food and 
gift preparation. The young.Harnetts enjoyed fashioning 
their own gifts, such as a footstool for the mother—made 
from four tin cans covered with a piece of carpeting— 
bookmarks and embroidered mottoes worked with yarn 
on perforated cardboard. 


A red-checked tablecloth was placed on the dining 


table, with names of the members of the family at certain 
spots'. Then the gifts were laid by each individual's name. 


In 1933, when a group of pioneers were together, W.

in the lobby with old-fashioned ornaments. On Christmas 
morning it'was -customary fur all lo gather and sing 
Stmas carols. Of-course, this festive day ended with 
one of the superb dinners for which the hotel was famous, 
, followed by a gay holiday dance.

-IN DECEMBER, 1912, the annual yule banquet of tha 


Long Beach Band (headed then by F. II. Willey, and al- 
ready widely known) was held at Hotel Virginia. At this 
sumptuous holiday affair, the company included band 
members, reporters.

. Chamber of Commerce, and some notable Angelenos in- 


cluding Paul Shoup, president of the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way, and H. C. Osborne, president of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce.

In 1885 the first trees were planted in Lincoln 1 arK 


(then called Pacific Park) under, the direction of Judga 
Widney and A.'A. Pomeroy. A tiny Monterey cypress was 


• set out in the southwest corner of the park. 


Someone had the bright idea of using it as Long 


Beach's "Living Christmas Tree." This was lighted for the 
first time on Dec. 24, 1914, and "was gay with myriads 
of candles and bright tinsel." The vested choir from bt. 
Luke's Episcopal Church sang Christmas music around 
the tree. The custom of lighting this tree each year was 
continued until the cypress died. 


So all through 'the years the people of Long Heacn

ILLARD SHEETS became an assistant professor 
when he was 23 years of age. Four years later he 


was made a full professor at Scripps College In Clare- 
mont.

Sheets has gained a reputation as a painter In 


water color and oU, architect, teacher, writer, lecturer, 
consultant, and successful entrepreneur. Bom In Po- 
mona in 1907, Millard Sheets attended Los Angeles 
Chouinard School of Art from 1925 to 1929, following 
high school. He first attracted attention as a painter 
of extraordinary ability. Few exhibitions have aroused 
more enthusiasm than his Initial one-man show at Los 
Angeles Dalzell Hatfleld Gallery in 1929, 
Sit,;<,.. 


SINCE THEN he has engaged in many and varied 


creative activities. AH forms of design claimed his at- 
tention. From time to time Sheets turned his skills to 
Illustrating books and magazines, to advertising art, 
and to mural painting. Through the years he also be- 
came increasingly aware of architectural design. Just 
before World War II he plunged into the Critical Air 
Training Program, designing and supervising the build- 
ing of 17 air schools In various parts of the nation. 
In India he served as a war correspondent for Life 
Magazine. 


After his return from India he developed the urge 


to express his profound concern for the integration of 
art with architecture. "I was tired of achitects leav- 
ing spaces on the walls where a beautiful decoration, 
design, or piece of sculpture should be placed," he 
recalls.

SHEETS IS deeply concerned about American cul- 


ture and America's future as a world leader. "It is 
strange," he says, "that the only great 20th century 
campus in the world should be hi Mexico City and not 
in the United States. If American culture is to evolve, 
it will follow the rediscovery of the small inner voice. 
The artist who Is dedicated, concerned with serving 
himself and society wtth insight, must rediscover his 
relationship to the tremendous need of design and art 
in every field as they affect the background and pur- 
pose of living." During the past 35 years Sheets has 
carried out 150 mural commissions—painted, in mo- 
saic, and in stained and carved glass.

'The professionals, with'thelr .trap-door 


packages, booster bloomers '.and multi-' 
pocketed coats will move into a;town for 
a fast "sweep, then move on," Parks said. 


The .trap-door packages are phony gifts 


with a spring-operated opening into which 
expensive items such as wristwatchcs can 
be pushed. 


Booster bloomers, the detective said, 


are -'just .what the name implies. Large, 
sack-like undergarments, tied at the legs 
arid 'waist, into which anything from a. 
frozen'!turkey to a record player can be 
dropped.

CHRISTMAS IN THE early days of Long Beach lacked 


ths fanfare of modern observances but families found 


meant of noting the holidays in a fashion adequate to the 
times, and a number of references handed down in print 
and by word of mouth reveal how Christmas went as far 
back as the 1870s. 


In 1878, before the town of Long Beach was even a 


dream, Jotham Bixby sold several hundred acres of Rancho 
Lo« Cerritos and Cerritos Colony was developed. Some of 
the buyers were Elijah Teel (whose son, James, was the 
father of Courtney Teel — first boy bom in the commu- 
nity — and Mrs. Robert Van Houten), Lafayette Saunders 
(whose daughter is Mrs. Ralph W. E. Lewis), and R. B. 
Robinson (father of Mrs. Charles Bushong.) 


Other settlers Included the Hayes family, the Martins, 


Lopers, Moultons (parents of Mrs. Evelyn Coigdarripe). 
In 1881, L. T. Hayes donated about an acre of land for the 
first public school in the area at what is now 1415 W. 
Willow St. 


The one-room school house was the scene of varied 


school, church, and other social events. The parents en- 
joyed getting together with their children and friends tn 
celebrate the Yule season and, in after years, they liked 
to recall these Christmas Eve entertainments. 


"OLD-TIMERS" never forgot the first undenomina- 


tional community Sunday school party on Dec. 24, 1885, 
at the small chapel at the Tabernacle grounds (in the 
block bounded by Third Street, Locust Avenue, Fourth 
Street and Long Beach Boulevard then American Avenue.) 


As people entered the little building that evening, 


they caught the scent of the gaily decorated tree, lighted 
by wax candies. Dr. Williams, the Sunday school super- 
intendent, was in charge of the program, which included 
the singing of Christmas hymns and speaking of "pieces 
by the youngsters. 


A Jovial Santa Claus, W. W. Lowe, first Long Beach 


general store-keeper and postmaster, distributed hard 
candy and nuts in red cheesecloth bags. 


By the latter part of the 1880s, several small churches 


had been established in Long Beach and, as today, bazaars 
were a popular method of adding to church funds, in 
December 1888, for example, Methodist Church women 
cleared $85, a large sum for the time, in a fair at the 
Tabernacle. Varied gift items and baked good were sold 
and a program of instrumental and vocal selections was 
presented. Nina Cuthoert (later Mrs. Jackson) gave sev- 
eral of the readings for which she was much in demand. 


The Harnett family arrived in Long Beach from 


England in 1889. When they observed their first Christmas 
here they were living on 10th Street. That day they had 
a pleasant surprise; when they answered a knock at the 
door, there stood a Chinese gardener with a pail of fresh 
peas. 


The Harrietts, of course, attended Christmas tree

of their own. However, It was not an evergreen, but an 
orange tree. H had been planted in their front yard but 
it didn't do well and the family decided to make a Christ- 
mas tree of it.

FOR SEVERAL days before the holidays, the HameU 


home was a busy place, with house cleaning, food and 
gift preparation. The young Harnetts enjoyed fashioning 
their own gifts, such as a footstool for the mother—made 
from four tin cans covered with a piece of carpeting— 
bookmarks and embroidered mottoes worked with yarn 
on perforated cardboard. 


A red-checked tablecloth was placed on the dining 


table with names of the members of the family at certain 
spots'. Then the gifts were laid by each individual's name. 


In 1933, when a group of pioneers were together, W. 


Clifford Smith told of an Incident here in 1895. He re- 
called walking along East Second Street (now Broadway) 
and seeing a Christmas tree with lighted candles in the 
window of a home occupied by a Mrs. Coates, a widow. 
This house stood on the comer where Barker Bros, store 
is now located. 


COATES had died not long before the lioiidays; and

nights, back in 1895, and a person could do well with a 
lantern when walking along the street. I was feeling

distinctly my sensations when I saw the Widow Coates' 
Christmas tree, and realized the Christian sentiment* 
and the faith which had prompted her to get a Christ- 
mas tree, decorate it, and place it with its lighted

The famous old Hotel Virginia on Ocean Boulevard, 


which operated from 1908 to 1932, entertained visitor* 
from all over the country and often from foreign lands. 


Some guests stayed the entire winter. At the Christ- 


mas holidays the residents met and decorated a tall tre« 
in the lobby with old-fashioned ornaments. On Christmas 
morning it was customary for all to gather and sing 
Christmas carols. Of course, this festive day ended with 
one of the superb dinners for which the hotel was famous, 
followed by a gay holiday dance. 
, 


IN DECEMBER, 1912, the annual yule banquet of Ihs 


Long Beach Band (headed then by F. H. Willey, and al- 
ready widely known) was held at Hotel Virginia. At this 
sumptuous holiday affair, the company included band 
members, reporters, Mayor Ira Hatch, members of tho 
Chamber of Commerce, and some notable Angelenos, in- 
cluding Paul Shoup, president of the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way, and H. C. Osborne, president of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. 


In 1885, the first trees were planted in Lincoln ParK 


(then called Pacific Park) under the direction of Judge 
Widney and A. A. Pomeroy. A tiny Monterey cypress was 
set out in the southwest corner of the park. 


Someone had the bright idea of using it as Long 


Beach's "Living Christmas Tree." This was lighted for the 
first time on Dec. 24, 1914, and "was gay with myriads 
of candles and bright tinsel." The vested choir from St. 
Luke's Episcopal Church sang Christmas music arnund 
the tree. The custom of lighting this tree each year was 
continued until the cypress died. 


So all through the years the pe°P'e of Long Heacti 


have remembered Christmas and celebrated it in many 
different ways.

their children," he added. 


Long Beach police were surprised re- 


cently when a well-dressed woman was ar- 
rested for shoplifting a 68-ccnt package of 
meat. Her pocketbook—same one in which 
she had hidden the stolen meal—contained 
more than $225. 


One veteran officer related the case of 


a housewife, who in an eight-year period 
stole a myriad collection of loot valued at 
more than $25,000. When she was finally 
arrested, it took six trucks to haul this 
amateur shoplifter's stolen merchandise to 
headquarters. 


STATISTICS compiled by Detective Lt. 


Maurice Wishon show that during the first 
11 months of 1965, more than 370 persons 
were arrested for shoplifting in Long Beach. 
Police expect that figure to increase by one- 
third during the Christmas shoplifting sea- 
son. 


Of the $14,055 in merchandise stolen in 


these cases, police recovered $10,800, or 
about 77%. 


"This only represents the cases we know 


about," Wishon said. "For every shoplifter 
caught, probably a dozen escape." 


"It would be physically Impossible for 


clerks and police to watch every customer 
in every store every minute. 


"And, you never know who Is and who 


Isn't a shoplifter, they're no different than 
any other shopper, until they steal," ha 
added. 


A recent computer study by a Los An- 


geles service firm disclosed that most adult 
shoplifters are between 18 and 29 years 
. old, and.that they do most of their stealing 
between 3 and 6 p. m. Running a close 
second were juvenile shoplifters, and those 
who shoplifted right up to closing time at 
9 p. m. 


THE YAWNING woman's purse—cur- 


rently in fashion—was found to be the fa- 
vorite hiding place for stolen goods, with 
pockets and underclothing running second 
and third as choice hiding spots. 


One psychologist, asked why so many 


ordinary members of an affluent society 
steal, commented that the "impulse to get 
something for nothing lies just below the 
surface in all humans." 


This fact, coupled with the availability, 


assortment and relative privacy of a large 
store, and the potential shoplifter is off on

Andorra Items 


By Maurice M. Gould 


A 


LL THE COINS of Andorra are hard-to-collect 
items. This tiny republic between France and 


Spain has seldom had any of its own coins struck and 
when they do decide to issue coins it's usually only 
on a token scale. It often seems that several years 
must elapse from the time of the decision to the time 
that the pieces are actually available. The coins are 
exceptionally well. struck: and of historic interest. The 
normal currency is the franc and peseta. 


' A' half-crown and crown. of ' this country were 


struck in 1963: The obverse 'shows the bust of the 
prince-bishop (France and Spain govern jointly) and 
the reverse has the beautifully executed coat of arms 
of Andorra, with the date and denomination. Only 
3 350 of the crowns were struck at the Bavarian mint 
in Munich, Germany, and in proof condition for col- 


The half-crown had a striking of just 1,350, and 


only 1 000 of both pieces were available as sets. The 
government reserved 350 pieces. This set comes in an 
official plush velvet case. 


THE DIES will be destroyed, and of course none 


of these pieces will ever be restruck. 


Hans M. F. Schulman of New York City, one of 


the world's best known collector-dealers, worked with 
'the mint officials for a number of years before com- 
pleting the necessary arrangements for the strikings. 
Many delays were encountered, but finally the pieces 
were made available. . 
: 


THE HAWAIIAN SUver Dollar of 1883 is a very 


interesting and desirable coin.-One of our readers 
from dare, Mich-, wrote me a very unusual story 
regarding one of these dollars. 


In 1911, he lived at Redondo Beach where a Ha- 


-waiian band performed by the sea every evening,

playing its'native music. My'correspondent was a 
young man of 16 and a fairly: good billiard player. 
One afternoon he was challenged to a game of pool 
by a member of the band. 


After losing a few dollars, tbe musician declared 


himself broke, except'for a Hawaiian dollar which had 
been made into a brooch. He told his young opponent 
that in 1883 the king had the United States make up 
some silver coins at the San Francisco Mint. Arrange- 
ments were made for the king to pay the United 
States a certain amount each year, but his non-pay- 
ment of debts eventually led to his downfall. 


THE MUSICIAN said that the king had made, at 


great expense, brooches out o{ two of the silver dol- 
lars; half of the silver was taken out of one reverse 
and half of the silver out of the other obverse, and 
each was refinished with Jade and other jewels. 


These pieces were made by an F.nglish jeweler 


and were supposed to be very expensive. 


My corrspondent adds that he still has the brooch 


which he won. The story is told that the other piece 
was pinned to the king when he was buried. Some of 
the work on the brooch Is enamelled and beautifully 
done; it is truly a work of art. 


Finally, my Michigan reader states that he does 


not know whether the story is true and that he is now 
70 years old and no longer playing pool. 


I AM SORRY to say that from my own experi- 


ence the story could not possibly be true. I have seen 
a number of these beautifully enameled pieces, all 
of which were used for various forms of jewelry, in- 
cluding belt buckles, pin, pendants, etc. 


Stories of this sort are frequently met with In 


numismatics. But when checked thoroughly they are 
usually found to have little truth behind them. And 
yet there is a romance about them which interests 
us all.

Doleful but Intriguing 


By Helen L Gillum 


»N INTERESTING exhibit 
•^^ of Victorian hobbycraft 
is now on display at Rancho 
Los Cerritos, Long Beach's 
historical museum at 4600 
Virginia Road. It includes 
beadwork, shellwork, "zeph- 
yr" or woolwork, and one of 
the most dolefully intriguing 
of old handicrafts, hairwork. 


On her 16th birthday in 


1835, Princess Victoria of 
England 
undoubtedly re- 


ceived many elegant and ex- 
pensive gifts. But the one 
she cherished above all oth- 
ers may have been the hair- 
work 
b r o o c h 
from her 


mother, fashioned from that 
lady's own hair. Similarly, 
the 
young princess was 


probably delighted to re- 
ceive' bracelets and rings 
made from the hair of per- 
sonal friends. For it was 
proper 
and 
desirable in 


those days to give or receive 
love tokens containing hu- 
man hair. 


HAIRWORK had Its in- 


ception early in the 18th 
century, when it was used 
mainly in the creation of 
mourning j e w e l r y . Tiny 
locks of hair from a de- 
ceased person were intri- 
cately woven and 
incor- 


porated in rings, pendants, 
bracelets and so forth, in 
remembrance of the loved 
one. Rock crystal was often 
used as a background, as 
were miniature paintings of 
funerary 
urns 
or 
other 


exequial subjects. In later 
years, human hair In all 
colors, was collected from 
both the living and the dead, 
and fashioned into lavish 
floral forms and wreaths. 


"Hair trees," made with 


locks of hair from departed long ago by their mother, 
family members, were espe- Mrs. Emma Wilson, and an 
'

daily popular. This fine ma- 
terial was skillfully manipu- 
lated around tiny crimped 
wires, and shaped into the 
tree designs. The "trunks" 
of the trees were made 
from the graying hair of 
older members of the family, 
the branches from that of 
younger relatives, and the 
tips of the branches from 
the fluffy golden hair of in- 
fants. Elegantly framed, the 
lugubrious memorials hung 
on the parlor wall for guests 
to admire—and the family 
to mourn over! 


A LARGE floral wreath 


at Rancho Los Cerritos, 14 
by 18 inches in size, is an 
outstanding example of this 
type of old-time artistry. 
Practically every shade of 
human hair was used in a 
harmonious arrangement of 
hairwork flowers and leaves. 
It is mounted on a white, 
watered silk background in 
a wide, gilded frame. A gift 
to the Rancho, its early his- 
tory is unknown, according 
to Mrs. Fredricka VVhyte, 
curator of the museum. 


A smaller piece of hair- 


work, about 3 by 4 inches 
in size, is a dainty wreath 
whic hcarries beside each 
hair "blossom" the name of 
the donor. It was presented 
to the museum by Dr. Ward 
DeWitt of Long Beach. 


There are two colorful 


zephyr-work (woolwork) 
w r e a t h s in rainbow-like 
shades of variegated wool 
threads and yam. 
These 


were the gifts of the Misses 
Felda and Verla Wilson of 
Long Beach, and were made 


aunt. They are 20 by 24 
inches 
in size, and are 


mounted on white satin In 
a wide, heavily-gilded frame. 
A different type of wool- 
work is a 16-inch-high floral 
arrangement cascading from 
a tall vase beneath a bell 
jar. 


An 
eye-catching, 
lyre- 


shaped wall piece consisting 
of countless pastel-colored- 
sea shells was made by Mrs. 
Minnie 
E. Taylor 
about 


1895, who gathered most of 
the shells in the Long Beach 
•ML 


Award, preceded by "A 
Thousand C l o w n s," for 
which she won a first A. 
Perry Award.

ers," Dr. Tunstall notes. "Anyone who 
has ever lit a pipe with a lighter 
knows why pipe smokers generally 
use matches." 


He concludes: "Could not these 


facts account for the higher incidence 
of 
pulmonary cancer 
in cigarette 


smokers than in nonsmokers or in 
those who smoke pipes or cigars?" 


DR. JAMES C. DRYE, professor 


of surgery at University of Louisville 
School of Medicine, describes the 
motorbike: 


"The most lethal weapon on our 


highways and streets." 


He adds that it is the driver who 


Is most commonly the motorbike's 
victim. 


In a recent report In Journal of

occurs in December. 


Levels reach their peaks in mid- 


fall and midwinter. 


Cholesterol is a fat-like substance 


occurring naturally in the body. Ex- 
cessive levels of it. in the blood are 
believed to play a role In heart attack 
and stroke. 


Dr. Doyle says the significance of 


the finding is that these variations 
may obscure the interpretation of 
treatment programs for the lowering 
of cholesterol levels.

ly If not properly treated RS 
soon as they are cut. 


• THERE ARE several ways 
to treat them. Dip the stems 
in boiling water. First, cut 
the steins to suit the ar- 
rangement, then wrap the 
blossoms and leaves in news- 
paper to protect them from 
the s t e a m of the boiling 
water. P l u n g e the stems 
about three inches deep into 
"roiling" boiling water. Let 
•the stems turn an' emerald 
green color which probably 
takes about a minute or 
longer. Then, immediately 
plunge the parboiled stems 
about half their length into 
cold water to cool them rap- 
idly. Leave them overnight 
in the water with the paper 
wrapping on. This.helps the 
stems to harden off. Next 
morning take the .wrapping 
off the flowers and leaves, 
place them in fresh water in 
the desired containers.

J oz. yeast or 1 pfeg. dry yeast 


>/, cup lukewarm, water 
'/> cup milk, scalded 
2 fhlsp. sugar 


1/2 tsp. salt 
% cup butter or margarine 


1 egg, slightly beaten 
3 cups of /lour 


FILLING: 


'/2 cup cranberry sauce 
>4 cup drained crushed pineapple 
1/2 tsp. grated orange rind 


Dissolve yeast In water. Mix milk, sugar, salt, and 


butter together. Cool to lukewarm. Add yeast and egg, 
and mix well. Add flour gradually. Turn out on a 
floured pastry cloth and knead until smooth and elas- 
tic. Place in a greased bowl, cover, and let rise until 
doubled in bluk. Turn dough onto a floured pastry 
cloth and roll about Vi inch thick. Cut 72 circles with 
a biscuit cutter about VA inches in diameter. Place 
5 circles around each buttered muffin pan, standing 
against the sides. Place one in center. Let rise until 
light, for about 30 minutes. Mix ingredients for filling, 
together. Press center of each roll down, and place 
a spoonful of filling in each roll. Bake in a hot oven 
(400') for 15 minutes. Makes one dozen rolls.

NARROW rectangle of earth against a white 
brick wall presented an interesting challenge to 


the owner of this home. A simple planting was called 
for, and the evergreen Viburnum suspensum shown 
above makes a fine solution. This showy shrub boasts 
shiny oval green leaves, and fragrant rose-tinted white 
flowers in June and July. If you are thinking of re- 
modeling your foundation planting, this is a excellent 
time to transplant shrubs.

After viewing and enjoy- 


ing them, it is refreshing to 
see a "simple" arrangement, 
such as the plain, shallow 
dish containing a red candle 
in the middle surrounded by 
pine branches and pine cones 
attractively placed together 
(see illustration). Such an ar- 
rangement occasionally is 
used in place of a Christmas 
tree. 


Christmas trees, cut and 


brought indoors, to be deco- 
rated are most popular. 


THE LONGEST l a s t i n g 


Christmas trees are those 
planted in containers and 
brought Indoors for the holi- 
day season. 


Flowers such as poinset- 


tias, and berried plants of 
pyracantha, holly, and co- 
toneaster, are used for table 
decoration.' 


Poinseltias are the "prob- 


lem" Christmas cut flowers 
because they may wilt quick- 
ly if not properly treated as 
soon as they are cut. 


THERE ARE several ways 


to treat them. Dip the stems 
In boiling water. First, cut 
the stems to suit the ar- 
rangement, then wrap the 
blossoms and leaves in news- 
paper to protect them from 
the steam of the boiling 
water. P l u n g e the stems 
about three inches deep into 
"rolling" boiling water. Let 
the stems turn an emerald 
green color which probably 
takes a b o u t a minute or 
longer. Then, immediately 
plunge the parboiled stems 
about half their length into 
cold water to cool them rap- 
idly. Leave them overnight 
in the water with the paper 
wrapping on. This helps the 
stems to harden off. Next 
morning take the wrapping 
off the flowers and leaves, 
place them in fresh water in 
the desired containers. . 


Baubles and gewgaws make flashy yule dec- 
orations, but simple arrangements, such as a 
red candle, cones and foliage, are effective.

FAMED gun fight at 


the O.K. C o r r a l In 


Tombstone and the battle in 
which Commodore P e r r y 
O w e n s shnt it out with 
members of the Cooper- 
Blevans gang in Holbrook, 
Ariz., are usually called the 
bloodiest guri fights in the 
history of the West. But it 
seems that this d u b i o u s 
honor should go to a gun 
battle fought in the little 
town of Campo, some 52 
miles east of San Diego on 
Dec. 4, 1875. Seven were 
shot; one died immediately, 
two were lynched but would 
have died from their wounds 
anyway, and two more re- 
portedly died from Infec- 
tions resulting from their 
wounds. 


Campo came Into exist- 


ence when the brothers Lu- 
man and Silas Gaskill set up 
a country store in the La- 
gunas and several houses 
and ranches were set up. 
The Gaskills had come from 
Indiana, tough, long-bearded 
frontiersmen whose courage 
and marksmanship were un- 
disputed. Knowing the dan- 
gers of the mountainous 
border region, they built a 
sturdy house, two stories 
high, which straddled a little 
stream. Trash and debris 
could be s w e p t into the 
water through a trap door. 


EARLY IN December, a 


Mexican ranch hand warned 
Silas that the Cruz Lopez 
gang had been seen in the 
vicinity and might want to 
raid the store. Calmly, the 
Gaskills took precautions, 
placing six double-barreled 
shotguns in strategic posi- 
tions and storing ammuni- 
tion where it could easily 
be reached. 


On D e c e m b e r •*, two 


wagons came r u m b l i n g 
through the little town on 


Tw«ntv-rwo 


their way to Tecate (then 
called Tecarte) and simul- 
taneously, five horsemen ar- 
rived at the circle in front 
of the Gaskill store. Inside, 
Luman was talking to Jose 
Alvijo who worked at a 
n e a r b y ranch and who 
seemed to be friendly. 


The five riders were mem- 


bers of the Lopez gang in- 
cluding Lopez himself, Gar- 
cia Pancho Alveto, a notori- 
ous Los Angeles gun slinger, 
Fedoro Vasquez and Fran- 
cisco Albitrio of Tecate, and 
Alonzo 
Toma 
Cota. Un- 


known to the Gaskills, Alvijo 
was also a member of the 
gang, sent out as an advance 
guard to find out where the 
Gaskills were hiding their 
money. 


Lopez and Alveto entered 


the store and asked to see 
a coil of rope. I.uman turned 
to (he shelves to get it and, 
when he faced the Mexicans 
again, found himself staring 
into the drawn guns of the 
bandits, Alvijo included. 


on his horse but was shot by 
Silas who had Just emerged 
from the blacksmith shop. 


Two new persons now en- 


tered the battle field, Jack 
.Kelley, a telegrapher and 
correspondent 
for 
a San 


Diego newspaper, 
and an 


unidentified Frenchman, a 
cowpuncher at a nearby 
ranch. Lopez took a shot at 
Kelley and the telegrapher 
returned 
the fire, neither 


scoring a hit, but the French- 
man was wounded in the 
arm. Kelley who was to be 
married within a few weeks 
ducked under the Gaskill 
store and jumped into the 
stream where he stood in 
waist-high water for a full 
hour, observing the action 
which he later reported to 
his paper. 


THE FIGHT continued as 


Silas hit Lopez' horse which 
went down, w h i l e the 
Frenchman w o u n d e d the 
leader of the bandits in the 
neck. Eventually, the four 
surviving bandits managed 
to get on their horses and 
gallop off. They soon real- 
ized that the severely in- 
jured Alveto would be too 
much of a burden to them, 
so they dumped him on the 
ground and told him to try 
to reach Mexico.

sel estimates that Americans last year contributed

association. Even more meaningful, 50 million Ameri- 
can men, women and children arc engaged in volun- 
tary welfare work. They are giving something more 
precious than money; they are giving their hearts and 
their time. 


Probably no one has rubbed shoulders with more of 


his fellow Americans than Hubert Humphrey, our 
gregarious vice-president. He is speaking nothing less 
than the truth when he says proudly, "There are more 
good things happening in America than bad things. 
The trouble is they don't make the headlines. These 
individual acts need to be heralded and praised as 
much as the great projects of governments and corpo- 
rations and other institutions. When we lose our re- 
spect for the acts of goodness, of courage and of 
kindness on the part of individuals, we shall have 
lost the real spirit of this country." 


Millions of Americans, most of them acting on

ROOM: "I'VE NEVER FELT BETTER!" 
Eight hours after the operation began,anxious Peggy, dressed in sterile clothing,greets 
Jack. He manages a groggy smile and assures her he is okay. Jack recovered quickly. 


"I was always pretty active," Jack said. "I loved to 


play golf and 1 intended to work with the Little League 
when Stevie was old enough. But to tell the truth, it 
got to be all 1 could do just to move." 


The family felt the effects, too, especially the chil- 


dren. "Ronnie is a bright boy, but he failed in school 
last year," Peggy Delk said. "Stevie would break out 
crying for no reason, and the two little ones couldn't 
understand why they had to keep quiet all the time." 


By the middle of last summer, even Jack's deter- 


mination couldn't keep him going any longer. The 
doctors at George Washington Hospital decided to 
start treatments with the artificial kidney machine. 


The machine, as its name implies, substitutes for 


real kidneys. But it carries its own, literally "built-in," 
dangers. A plastic loop, or shunt, had to be implanted 
in Jack's arm—one end connected to an artery, the 
othcr^ to a vein—to circulate his blood through the 
machine. A bump might dislodge it, and Jack could 
bleed to death in minutes. There was also the likeli- 
hood of clotting or infection in the shunl. "It's like car- 
rying a time bomb in your arm," one doctor observed. 


THECIISIS 


The time bomb went off not long after the treat- 


ments had begun. An infection in the shunt led to 
blood poisoning and heart failure. Jack was rushed to 
the hospital, where he was put on the critical list. 
"Nobody expected Jack to come out alive," Peggy said. 


Jack did recover—only to be rushed to the hospital 


the following week with serious internal hemorrhag- 
ing. Jack's doctors had considered a kidney transplant 
operation earlier, and now they decided to go through 
with it as soon as possible. The operation, however, 
guaranteed nothing. The usual method is to obtain a 
healthy kidney from a fresh cadaver, but since all 
bodies tend to reject foreign tissues and organs, trans- 
plant.patients have seldom lived more than a year or 
two. 


After Jack's second brush with death, his sister new 


in from Hawaii where her husband, an Army officer, 
was stationed. "When I got here the doctors told me 
they were going to use an accident victim for a trans- 
plant operation," Milbry Kurtz recalled. "But I said 
I'd ralher give him one of mine."

The doctors urged her to think it over, but she re- 


fused. "I told them I could get along on one kidney and 
Jack could have the other. That's all there is to it." 


When Jack Delk was wheeled into the operating 


suite that Sunday morning, 18 doctors, four registered 
nurses and two orderlies were in readiness. The key 
members had consulted with other doctors who had 
performed kidney transplants, then planned and re- 
hearsed the critically precise moves they would have to 
make as meticulously as a professional football team 
drills on its complex plays before achampionship game. 


George Washington Hospital was alive with aware- 


ness that something remarkable was happening that 
day. Many staff members wanted to watch the opera- 
tion, but the risk of infection ruled out observers in 
the operating room. All day, hospital personnel wan- 
dered by outside, but they learned nothing—no more 
than the woman who kept her vigil there. 


• Kidneys are bean-shaped organs about the size of a grown 


man's fist. They are in the lower part of the back, one on 


each side of the spine, at the level of the last rib. 


The kidneys' function rs to "wash" the blood wd fitter out 


certain waste products, which are then excreted as urine. 
They also act as a major regulator to control the salt and water 


content and the* balance within the body. 


Bright's disease commonly results from a "strep" throat. 


Certain types of streptococci produce a toxin, or poison, which 
collects in the kidneys. The body produces antitoxins to fight 
this poison, and the kidneys are literally turned into a battle- 


field. They become swollen and cease to function properly. 


Wastes aren't excreted adequately, and they build up in the 
blood and the body. The patient develops loss of appetite, 
loses weight, is subject to nausea and vomiting and often 
develops anemia and high Mood pressure, which in turn can 


lead to stroke, internal hemorrhage and heart failure. 


Not all kidney infections develop into Bright's disease. 


Generally more than 50 per cent of the patients recover com- 
pletely from the initial attack after a few days or weeks. The 
doctors at George Washington Hospital said they "didn't realty 


know why" there was no such recovery lor Jack Delk. 


years Jack had had to follow a carefully restricted diet. 
Since the operation he can eat anything—and plenty of it! 


Peggy Delk never moved far from the corridor out- 


side the operating room. Milbry was brought out first, 
and came out of the anesthetic long enough to ask 
Peggy how Jack was. But Peggy didn't know. Then, 
more than eight hours after she had kissed him good- 
bye, Jack was wheeled out. She ran to him and bent 
over,'searching his face questkmingly. Jack managed 
a groggy smile. "I'm okay," he said. 


Jack recovered quickly. In less than a month he was 


discharged from the hospital, ready lo go back to work, 
although he still had to come in for daily checkups. 
He looked like a man who had never been sick a day 
in his life—and he felt it. 


But will it last? The doctors don't know. If the kid- 


ney should reject, they would try a second transplant 
operation and, if necessary, a third.^ And there is 
another danger, too. "We can control the rejection 
much better than we used to," Jack's doctor told 
PARADE. "But to do that, we have to give him medica- 
tion that drastically reduces his resistance to infections 
he would normally shrug off. And hell have to keep 
taking the medication for the rest of his life. Frankly, 
we find that more transplant patients die from infec- 
tions—mostly of the upper respiratory tract—than 
from rejection of the new kidney." 


Jack Delk and his family know about the dangers 


he still faces, but they're grateful for his chance to 
have a normal life again. "I can hardly wait for my legs 
to get strong enough so I can play golf again," Jack 
said. "The only trouble is that all that time in the 
hospital ami the daily checkups have put me behind 
on my Christmas shopping. I hate that last-minute 
rush.But I'm not complaining—not this year,I'm not." 
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Warmth security ahd parental love now mark the life of Linda.Lee, a former Hong 
Kong orphan picked by PARADE in 1962 to be the Chinese Refugee Relief poster girl.-

SEX EDUCATION. Owing to the rise in 
venereal disease and illegitimacy 
rates, medical and 'educational or- 
ganizations in this country are 
devoting more time.and money to sex 
education.

WOMEN SN FEAR. Almost half of all 
the crimes in France today are com- 
mitted by North Africans. In Paris 
alone more than 300,000 live in ram- 
shackle quarters without their 
wives. Many of these Arabs are 
blamed for the current Paris crime 
wave in which lone women have 
become the victims. In the first 
nine months of 1965 about 75 offi- 
cial complaints of rape were filed 
in Paris. Police estimate that there, 
must have been three times that 
number—since most women attacked 
fear the resultant publicity and 
permit the crime to go unrecorded. 
The situation has now developed to 
the point where the gendarmes are 
advising unescorted women to stay 
home at night. "If you must go out 
alone," warns one police official, 
"you should carry a whistle and blow 
it vigorously at the first sign of 
danger. Whistles frighten potential 
attackers." The Paris police force 
numbers 20,000 men, but the city's 
Arab'quarters are tough to patrol 
especially at night. 


PONTI & GAMBLING. One of the shrewd- 
est cookies in show business is 
Carlo Ponti, 53, lawyer, film pro- 
ducer, discoverer of Sophia Loren, 
his off-again, on-again wife. Ponti 
has petitioned the city of Venice, 
Italy, to take over its gambling 
casino. In his application Ponti em- 
phasizes his international contacts 
with show business celebrities, 
promises to raise the "tourist, 
cultural, and entertainment levels" 
of the city. 


WORLD TELEPHONES. Which countries 
do you think have the largest num- 
ber of telephones per thousand 
population? The U.S., of course, . 
ranks number one, followed by 
Sweden, Canada, Switzerland, Great 
Britain, Netherlands, West Germany, 
France, Japan, Italy, Soviet Union, 
India. 


PRIORITY MAIL. Lawrence F. O'Brien, 
the master politician and new Post- 
master General plans to ask the next 
Congress for a single class of pri- 
ority mail that would combine first 
class and air mail. A priority 
letter would need a six-cent stamp, 
would be delivered overnight almost 
anywhere in the country. 


ARMED PILOTS. Last May a passenger 
aboard a Pacific Airlines run from 
Reno to San Francisco, Frank 
Gonzalez, 27, shot the pilot and 
copilot. The plane crashed, killing 
all 44 persons. A few weeks ago a 
16-year-old boy, Thomas Robinson of 
Brownsville, Tex., fired nine shots 
from two pistols into the floor of 
a DC-8 flying from New Orleans to 
Melbourne, Fla. Young Robinson, 
described by his mother as 
•extremely patriotic" wanted to ^,y 
the 91 persons aboard to Cuba to 
prove to them firsthand the dangers 
of Communism. In an effort to 
provide some defense against such 
psychotici homicidal, and 
unbalanced passengers, Bonanza Air 
Lines is permitting its pilots to 
arm themselves while on duty. Each 
pilot participating in the voluntary 
program must complete an approved 
course in basic pistol training 
before he is authorized to carry a 
.38 Special in flight. About 30 Cjf, 
the 100 pilots employed by Bonanza 
(the line is headquartered in Las 
Vegas, Nev.) now carry sideanns. 
The arming of commercial pilots is 
a controversial subject among the 
men who fly. But several insist it 
is a justified deterrent which 
eventually will be adopted by other 
air lines.
